COMMENTS ON THE RE-APPRAISAL — 


To use figures in illustrations of the problems 
of re-appraisals, such as Wilmington is now under- 
going, is difficult, Figures can be used to tell the 
truth, but too many figures make conditions in which 
facts are often misinterpreted, 

The simplest way to explain what has happened 
in Wilmington is to note that the town has spent, 
in the Town Meeting this year, about $700,000 more 
than it spent a year ago, That money has to be paid, 
and tax money has to be used for that purpose, The 
tax money comes from the owners of real estate 
in Wilmington. : 

There are about 4200 homes in Wilmington, 
Devide the sum of $700,000 by 4200, and the answer 
will be the proportionate sum that the owner of each 
home should pay, this year, over his last years’ 
taxes, : 

That sum is just under $170, 

It is as simple as that, no matter what figure 
is used for the tax rate. 

But the average Increase on the average home 
is not going to be as large as $170, From such evi- 
dence as is available it is going to be in the neighbor- 
hood of $100. 

Industry and commerce, and other factors too, 
will help to pay the rest, 

Industry and commerce were under suspicion 
from some of the speakers at the Selectmen’s meet- 
ing Monday night. There were those who seemed to 
feel that the homé owners were goingtohave to bear 
more than their share of the increase in costs, 

Industry does pay its fair share, in Wilmington, 
Uncle Avco, last year, paid 19,6% of the taxes paid 
in this town, and he will pay about the same propor- 
tion this year, Other industries will also be paying, 
but in a lesser degree of course,

Land Values 


This country is now ina ‘Guns and Butter’ econo- 
my. It is fighting a foreign war, and at the same time 
it is refusing to relinquish any efforts towards the 
furthering of social gains, 

Such ideas costs money, and mean inflation, And 
in inflationary periods the value of land rises, 

A few years ago houselots could be bought in 
Wilmington for $1500, Today the cost is $3000, and 
more likely $4000, 

Inflation - and the growth of the town, are res- 
ponsible.

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Land Valuations 


As indicated above there has been an increase 
in the value of houselots in Wilmington, 

Many are curious as to what has happened to 
the valuations of industrial and commercially zoned 
properties, 

As yet there is nothing which can indicate an 
answer, Until Kreminski accepts the work of Cole- 
Layer-Trumble nothing can be known on that firm’s 
estimates of values for business property of any kind, 

Unofficially it is understood that the value of 
‘raw’ (undevelped) industrial land can be'as low as 
$8000 an acre, and that the figures for industrial 
land that is in use can be as high as $15,000 an acre, 

Commercial lands are not valued on an acreage 
basis, but on such things as street frontage, and 
depth, plus other factors, To speak of the value of 
commercial properties in terms of acreage is not 
correct. But the reports that have come to this 
Paper indicate that the lowest figure for commercial 
properties could perhaps be described as being 
$28,000 an acre, and the highest being at $45,000 
an acre, 

Remember, this is nota ‘fair’ way toreport such 
valuations, It is only an indication, something that 
may help to satisfy the curiosity of the public, Until 
Kreminski accepts the work of the appraisal firm 
no one will really be in a position to know.

He started having Masses in Vil- 
lanova Hall, which had been recent- 
ly built, and later transferred the 
church into that building. 

On February 28, 1954, while he 
was attending a meeting of Parish 
Priests in Boston, it was announced 
on the platform that his church was 
on fire. Father Shea rushed back 
to Wilmington to find his church

The reassessment was, as you 
“know, unanimously voted at a spe- 
cial town mee! in October of 
1965. As we stat 
time, we regret that the actions of 
our former principal assessor in 
1964 and 1965; namely, increases 
in evaluation of selected proper> 
ties in certain areas of the town 
created a Situation that caused a 
special town meeting to unani- 
mously vote a reappraisal of the 
community, 

The Board of Selectmen held a 
special meeting on Thursday night, 
the 18th of October, with Town 
Counsel to explore every avenue 
of action that could be taken by the 
Board, We can and have taken the 
following action: 

1, The Board of Selectmen be- 
Meves that every person who de- 
sires a hearing on their proposed 
new assessment must be heard, 
Therefore, we have requested that 
the date of application for such a 
hearing be extended one week until 
the 24th of October, 

2, Because some of the cases 
which have been reported to the 
Board of Selectmen by home own- 
ers involve large increases in 
evaluations; we have urged the as- 
sessors to review such increases 
carefully to assure that the new 
appraisal is both accurate and 
equitable. 

3, We can advise the taxpayers 
that if after your hearing on the 
proposed new assessment and after 
the tax bills have been received by 
you, you belleve that your assess- 
ment is not equitable, then you 
should apply immediately for an 
abatement, Each application for an 
abatement must be considered on 
an individual basisby the Asses- 
sors and gives you another oppor- 
tunity to be heard, In addition, if 
you are still seeking reliefyou may 
appeal to the State Appellate Tax 
Board, if your abatement is denied, 
This will give you an additional 
opportunity for a hearing, 

Town Counsel informed the 
Board of Selectmen at the meeting 
last Thursday night that the Sel- 
ectmen have no authority to direct 
the Board of Assessors in their 
assessment work, To attempt to 
do so is a criminal offense for 
which the Selectmen would be lable 
for fine, or imprisonment, or both,

Miceli’s Statement 
To The Taxpayers of Wilmington 


It would appear that there are at 
least two important matters which 
should be clarified by the officials 
of the Town of Wilmington, 

FIRST, there is a need, at the 
present time, for the taxpayers to 
be assured by the appropriate town 
officials that the 1966 tax burden 
will be fairly distributed as a re- 
sult of the recent revaluation pro- 
gram. To be meaningful, this as- 
surance must at least indicate what 
percentage of the tax burden will 
fall on each type of taxpayer- res- 
idential, commercial and industri- 
al, Furthermore, this assurance 
must clearly indicated whether or 
not a greater share of the tax bur- 
den rests on the homeowners’ 
shoulders as a result of the reval- 
uation, 

It is suggested, that in order to 
supply this needed assurance tothe 
taxpayers, that the Board of As- 
sessors be requested to supply a 
listing of the above three catego- 
ries of property, which shows the 
average percentage increase of 
valuation which each category has 
experienced under the revaluation 
program, 

SECOND, various town officials 
have suggested that the 1966 tax 
rate would have been $44 ifthe re- 
valuation program had not been un- 
dertaken, They suggest that this 
tax rate should be used for com- 
parison of what your taxes would 
be this year if the town had not 
undergone revaluation,
